EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—As a 
commentary on some efforts 
in Dixon township to appro- 
priate funds for an equalized 
assessment, DeKalb township 
voters have approved a plan 
to spend up to $30,000 for 
just such an effort. 


Action was taken at the annual 


town meeting and the resolution 
allows the assessor there to hue 
assistants to institute a "card" 
system to record permanently the 
5,000 pieces of real estate in De- 
Kalb township. 


This was an action which 


Supervisor A. C. Higby told a 
meeting of local taxpayers 
that couldn't be \oted. The pro- 
posal got thoroughly confused 
and the w ell-meaning citizens 
here perhaps lost an 
early 


chance to strike a blow for 
equalized assessment. Instead, 
Higby took the matter to the 
county 
board, asking for a 


county-wide reassessment. His 
proposal got a chilly reception. 
* * * 


What Dixon township now pos- 


sesses, is a watered-down version 
of the original proposal. Higby 
promises to scrape together some 
money from the town fund to pay 
the salary of an assistant to Asses- 
sor A. C. Handell. It is an attempt 
to salvage some of the merits of 
the plan proposed by Assistant 
Supervisor Frank Sproul. It is hard 
to see what Assessor Handell can 
accomplish with this limited aid. 
We wish him well, but revamping 
Dixon township's assessment sys- 
tem from the old "circle" system 
promises to be a tough task.

We agree with Supervisor Hlg- 


foy's demand for a county-wide 
reassessment. But, as \\e stated 
here, if Dixon township voters 
desired to institute their own 
program, they should have been 
permitted to do «o. His promises 
to get early county board action 
thew that plan off the track.

This assessment problem is eas- 


ily misunderstood. It is not a 
measure to raise or lower tax 
rates or payments. It is an effort 
to establish an equitable tax base 
upon which TAX RATES will ap- 
ply. Frankly, It will raise the valu- 
ations of some property, and lower 
others. If you are living in a home 
which you know is valued at $7,000 
and pay a tax of $15, you're in for 
a tax boost m all likelihood. There 
are instances of that sort on the 
tax rolls. 


There is no attempt here to 


disguise the purpose of the re* 
assessment. It is meant to cor- 
rect injustices that have piled up 
over the years. If you are prcs- 
ontly enjoying a favorable tax 
bill, you can oppose the reassess- 
ment for obvious p e r s o n a l 
reasons. But jour position is 
morally wrong.

Their answers were 
invariably along this line: 


"I want to be assured that when 


my home is assessed, that it is not 
out of line with my neighbor and 
the guy down the block. I don't 
mind paying taxes, but I want the 
assessments applied as fairly as 
possible."

District 271 Voters Reject 
Single High School Proposal 


Elect 3 to 
Board Who\ 
Fought Plan 


Citizens' Committee 
Forces Winners in 
Saturday Balloting 


ASHTON — (Special) ~ 


Residents of Community Unit 
School District 271 Saturday 
rejected a single high school 
building plan, and elected to 
the board of education three 
men who were supported by 
the citizens committee which 
has opposed plans for a cen- 
tralized high school system. 


All proposals concerning a single 


Wgh school, including a $1,100,000 
bond issue, were defeated by ma- 
jorities of more than 700 votes. 
Voteis appioved building a new 
Franklin Grove grade school by a 
majority of 111, but that approval 
was nullified when the proposal to 
issue $190,000 in bonds to. build the 
school was defeated. 


Heaviest majorities against the 


high school plans were recorded in 
Fiankhn Grove, Pawpaw, Steward, 
West Brooklyn and Ogle county. 


Voters in Ashton, Lee Center and 


Compton approved the plan in gen- 
eral. 


Defeated Twice 


A building program calling for 


two high schools to serve the east 
and west sections of the district 
was defeated twice in 1953. In vot- 
ing Sept. 26 and Dec. 17 the pro- 
gram was defeated by majorities 
of about 400 votes each time. Three 
thousand one hundred fifty-seven 
voters cast ballots Saturday, slight- 
ly more than in the special elec- 
tions. 


In the board of education elec- 


tion, the winning candidates were 
Orville Englehart, Wyoming town. 
ship, 1,970 votes; Bernard Fuchs, 
Alto township, 1,828, and Joseph 
Henry, Taylor township, 1,760. They 
will serve three-year terms. Engle- 
hart was appointed to the board 
about two months ago. 


Two Defeated 


The defeated candidates were H. 


Donald Hay, Taylor township, 1,193 
votes, and Jeff Kemper, Viola 
township, 1,268. Hay had been a 
member of the board since the dis- 
trict was organized in 1948. 


The organization meeting of the 


school board will be held in Mills- 
Petrie Memorial building, Ashton, 
tonight.

to tap a Republican for an attempt 
to tip Democrat Paul H. Douglas 
out of his Senate seat. Nine candi- 
dates aie scuffling for the GOP 
senatorial nomination. 


Joseph T. Meek and Edwaid A. 


Hayes are regarded as the top con- 
tendets. Between the two, obser- 
vers are inclined to give Meek a 
shade the better of it. 


Meek heads the Illinois Feder- 


ation of Retail Associations. Hayes 
it> a former national comman- 
der of the American Legion. 


The nation's first primary Tues- 


day will deteimine, too, wheth- 
er 10 House members, four of them 
chairmen of major committees, 
will get a chance to run again in 
November. 


Look For "Straw*" 


Over the country, politicians are 


eyeing the primary for straws in 
the wind. But they may have to 
strain to detect any real trends, 
any significant Midwestern senti- 
ment on national issues, or any 
clear signs of approval or disap- 
proval of what the Elsenhower ad- 
ministration and 
Congress 
are 


doing. 


Vanous candidates have been 


bringing up such questions as farm 
and employment problems or thun- 
Bering against sending any Ameri- 
cans to fight in Indochina. But vo- 
ters seem to be more interested 
in local issues, and races involving 
city and county officers and scats 
in the state legislature. 


Republican rivalries are attract- 


ing the major claim to attention, 
since none of the Democratic con- 
tests Invoices any statewide ballot- 
ing. Sen. Douglas has no challenger 
in the primary. 


Nine Oppoxcd 


Within the Illinois congressional 


delegation, nine of the 16 Republi- 
can House members are bucking

A petition, purportedly bearing the names of more than 


500 Dixon high school students, will be presented to the Dixon 
board of education Wednesday night in protest to the forced 
resignation of Principal B. J. Frazer. 
Student leaders said that the cir 


culation of the petition began Sun- 
day^ night and was completed be- 
fore classes this morning. They 
said that it represented the views 
of more than 500 students under 
Frazer. Dlxon high has an enroll- 
ment of slightly more than 700. 


The petition read: "We the un- 


dersigned, students of Dixon High 
School, desire to express our opin- 
ion on the issue of the forced re- 
signation of Mr. B. J. Frazer, prin- 
cipal of Dlxon High school. 


"In The Bent Interest" 


"It is the general opinion of the 


undersigned that Mr. Frazer be 
letalncd as principal of Dixon 
High school, for his admmistiatlon 
nan pioved to be in the best inter- 
est and to/the satisfaction of the 
undersigned students. 


"We sincerely hop* that the 


board of education will consider 
the resignation of Mr. Frazer and 
find It desirable that it be reject- 
ed." 


New* that Principal Frazer was 


asked 'to resign leaked to the school 
faculty last Thursday. School board 
members said that he waa asked to 


do so "in the best interests of the 
school." They offered no other of- 
ficial comment of their action tak- 
en at a secret meeting of the board. 


Thitty-six members of the high 


school faculty also have prepared 
a petition asking the school board 
to refuse Frazer'a resignation. 


Tell Of Showdown 


Meanwhile, in the absence of any 


clarification by the board, specula- 
tion was continuing on th« reasons 
for Frazer'a firing. A source close 
to the situation said that the board, 
when it meets to consider the restg< 
nation Wednesday night, will list 
charges stemming from Frazer'a 
failute to cooperate with Supt. Al- 
len Lancaster on school policy mat- 
ters. 


When the full story of Frazer'* 


discharge is revealed, some sources 
claim that it will show that Lan 
caster and Frazer differed on many 
things and that finally Lancaster 
went before the board with a de 
mand to oust Frazer or accept his. 
Lancaster's, resignation. The board 
chose to uphold Lancaster and Fra 
zer was asked to resign.

Dixon Youth Holds Police at 
Bay With Shotgun, Captured 


DHS Freshman Defies Cops 
After Quarrel With Family 


A 15-year-old boy today faces a charge of violating his probation 


after he "went wild" here Saturday and allegedly threatened to kill 
two city policemen with a shotgun. 


Douglas Stage, 821 Madison av., Dixon high school freshman, on 


probation for being a school truant, was scheduled for arraignment to- 
day before Lee county Judge Grover Gehant. 


Stage was confined in tne Lee 


county jail after leading Dixon po- 
lice on a wild chase Saturday, just 
before noon, that ended on Illinois 
Central railroad tracks, south of 
Broadway. 


The chase began when he level- 


ed a 12-gauge shotgun at two Dixon 
police officers called to his home 
to intervene in a family argument. 


Called to Home- 


According to Dlxon Police Offi- 


cer G. D. Camery, who "captured 
the gun-wielding teenager, he and 
Officer Fipnk Chapman were sum- 
moned by police radio to the Stage 
horn*. 
,Sgt. B. R. Lorenien, who partici- 


pated in the arrest, said the youth's 
mother called for help at about 
10:30 a.m., Saturday, requesting 
that police be sent immediately to 
the family home. 


Apparently the teenager had be- 


come enraged over an argument 
involving the family car. He want- 
ed it, police said, but his mother 
refused because the car allegedly 
has bad brakes, 


Lorenzen, who was In police 


headquarters when the mother 
railed, immediately radioed for 
Camery and Chapman. They left 
to Investigate the trouble. 


When both officers arrived at th« 


Stage residence, they found the 
high school freshman in the family 
car, arguing with his sister, who 
was standing outside. 


Levels Gun 


Camery and Chapman approach- 


ed the car, only to look down the 
barrel of the shotgun held in 
Stage's hands. 


Stage apparently jumped from 


the car when he saw them coming. 
Both officers were held at bay. 
Neither went for their guns, 


Camery and Chapman said they 


started talking to the youth, At- 
tempting to have him drop the gun 
and discuss the trouble without an 
incident. 
* However, the officers said Stage 
defiantly threatened to kill them 
if they took a step closer. 


They quoted him as saying "I'm 


going to be sent away anyway,' so 
I might as well kill someone." 


No amount of pleading seemed 


to help, the officers claimed. 


Stage kept looking over his 


shoulder for fear someone would 
try to grab him from behind. A 
crowd of youngsters began to gath- 


er, police said. He threatened 
them, too. 


Backs Into Home 


Finally, the youth backed toward 


his home, keeping the shotgun lev- 
eled. The weapon was a single- 
barreled antique. The barrel waa 
secured to the stock by black tape. 


When Stage reached th« front 


door he ran inside, Chapman said. 


It was feared he would attempt 


to barricade himself in the house 
and shoot it out with the officers. 


When h« disappeared both offi- 


cers ran to the squad car and 
radioed for a tear gas gun and 
assistance. They then pulled the 
car to a vantage point In front of 
the house in case Stage started 
•hooting. 


However, the youngster didn't 


itop Inside. He headed for the 
back door and kept going west un- 
til he came to the Illinois Central 
tracks. 


Onlookers Informed the police of 


hia attempt to escape. 


Officer Camery headed west on

Harold R. Stark, 
then chief of naval operations, 
"were equally culpable and should 
share with Short and Kimmel the 
blame for faulty judgment and for 
incorrect interpretation of infor- 
mation available to them."

SUndley said Marshall and Stark 


"should have recognized that war 
was imminent and that an attack 
was on the way to »om« American 
base." He said only "ineffective 
messages" were sent to the com- 
manders In Hawaii,from Washing- 
ton.

Problems Posed by H-Boinb Call 


For Calm Deliberation 


WASHINGTON—(NBA)—It is a good sign that release 


of the first facts and pictures of the hydrogen bomb have 
caused no great panic. 
. 
If ever cool heads, free from hysteria, were needed to 


think through on a problem, this is the time. 


The fact that a weapon now exists—powerful enough to 


wipe out Washington or any other metropolitan center—pro- 
vides a subject that could easily lend itself to some high-fidel- 
ity demagoguery. Consider some of its more awesome possi- 
bilities, as analyzed here: 
The H-bomb makes any pretense at bomb shelters and 


civil defense measures seem somewhat futile. There is no 
safety from this weapon other than flight to the tall timber 
or to deep mountain caves. 
The one defense offered is a vastly increased interceptor 


air force, bolstered with guided missiles, radar screens and 
anti-aircraft artillery. An adequate force might cost a hun- 
dred billion dollars or more. This expense might easily wreck 
the country financially before it could be wrecked physically 
by the bomb. 
* 
* 
• 


ON THE OTHER HAND, it is ar.srued that even these 


measures would be useless. For the FBI has revealed that it 
would be possible to smuggle in the parts for atomic weapons. 
They could be assembled and time-fused to do by sabotage 
what enemy aircraft might not be able to do in open warfare. 


The mere existence of this weapon completely changes 


all concepts of military strategy and tactics. Whole armies, 
fleets and air armadas can be destroyed by a single H-bomb. 
It makes obsolete existing weapons of both offense and de- 
fense.Or does it? A hydrogen bomb or even a puny atomic 
bomb could not raise the siege at Dien Bien Phu without de- 
stroying its heroic defenders. So what good is it? 


This is the argument of conventional strategists. Ac- 


cording: to them the doughboy in the mud. the rifles, the hand 
grenade and the elemental booby trap will always be neces- 
sary to win a war. 


What this reasoning seems to do is put the H-bomb in 


'• the category of a weapon of psychological warfare. It is so 
powerful that no one will dare to use it. But as a threat— 
capable of being held heavy over the heads, of those who do 


, not have it—the H-bomb can force the have-nots to yield to 
| the will of the haves or. face destruction. 


Possessed by the forces of righteousness, the H-bomb 


as a psychological weapon becomes a force for good. Pos- 


• sessed by the ungodly, it becomes a force for evil. 
•

THIS SEEMS TO LEAD towards a movement to outlaxv 


! the H-bomb completely. Voices abroad have already been 
; raised with this demand. There has been some surprise that 
' the Communist leadership has not launched a new world-wide 
; appeal, like the Stockholm peace petition. 


Millions of signatures could easily be secured from the 


! little people of the world in support of an international agrec- 
; ment to ban the use of the H-bomb, and its little brother, 
I the A-bomb. 
; 
One reason why such a petition may not have been 


I launched is that the Communist leaders do not want the 
; bomb outlawed. Possessing the H-bomb, they unquestionably 
i have their own plans for its use to serve their own ends.- 


Or, with their record of perfidy, they might easily plan 


. to use it after other nations of the world had given it up. 


'. 
So outlawing the bomb may not be the answer, either. 


' Outlawing the bomb merely puts the world back where it was 
' before, with a gloomy future of unending little wars.

WHAT SEEMS TO BE NEEDED here is a bigger an- 


swer. So far, no world leader has spoken out clearly on all 
these matters. The subject is too new and perhaps too big 
for immediate comprehension. 


There has not been time to think through to a logical 


end—calmly, unemotionally and with a minimum of dema- 
goguery—to show the path to peace. 


It is a problem for everyone to think about, and speak 


out on, too. in this Easter season of hope. For in the long 


• run, in a democracy, the leaders reflect and carry out only 
the wishes of the people. 


t It is not a situation of complete frustration. Civilization 


isnt-going to be destroyed as some pessimists wail. This 
thing can be worked put.

| Corns and Warts Are 


Equally a Nuisance 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


People frequently get warts and 


| corns mixed up, since they look a 
little bit alike, 'but actually they 
are 
quite 
different. 
Corns 
arc 


caused by injury to skin usually 
over a lonR period of time. Warts 
are essentially infections, believed 
caused by viruses. Because of this 
similarity in appearance, 
how- 


ever, they can be conveniently 
considered at the same time. 


The skin has an outer layer 


which is quite tough, as everyone 
knows. When this outer part of 
the skin is pressed upon or irrita- 
ted so that is continues to grow 
and becomes horny, these growths 
are called corns. 
• • » 


TWO VARIKTIKS are recopiir- 


rd; hard corns which are thick 
and develop on the piominont part 


i of the foot whore a shoe presses 


j upon it. and soft corns which gen- 
erally appear on a toe which has 
been nibbing against another one. 


Corns are o f t e n particularly 


painful about the time of a storm. 
Some people claim, probably cor- 
rectly, that they can foretell the 
appearance of bad weather by the 
fact that their conts start hurting. 


Most corns disappear when the 


cause is removed. In other words, 
if a person with corns on the feet 
is bedridden for some time they 
jwill go away. Alter badly luting 


shoes are replaced, corns will also 
often go away, but not so rapidly. 


There are various ways of soft- 


i cninpr corns and removing them 


, by cutting or scraping. In a few 
; cases in which the corn in ex- 
| trcmely painful or needs to be re- 
moved rapidly, a small operation 
is quite effective. 


SEVERAL KINDS of warts are 


known but all are believed to be 
caused by infection with one or 
more viruses. They are more or 
loss contagious and people fre- 
quently transfer a wart from one 
part of the body to another by 
nibbing or scratching. 


Thore is no truth, however, to 


, the belief that handling a toad 
, will produce warts. 


In spite of the fact that wart* 


are infections, they can be »uc- 
corafully treated in several differ- 
ent ways. Local

diathermy is often 


effective.

NEW YORK-Alicia Patterson, in private life Mrs. Harry F. Gug- 


genheim, has brought to a soggy triumph a great scrap by an obscure 
daily paper of restricted circulation area. This vigorous gemu* too* 
out after William D. De Koenig. senior and junior, brutal Insatiable 
thugs and thieves who were running a fat local of the Union of Operat- 
ing Engineers in Mineola, U I., where Alicia founded a few years ago • 
tabloid called Newsday. 
She has now destroyed 


the De Koenigs but without appropriate punishment 
and she is willing to let it go at that. 


Alicia is a daughter of the late Joseph Medill 


Patterson who started the New York News, just 
after the first war. 
She very much resembles the 


late Joe or Jomp as the staff called him, daring, 
original and as often wrong-headed. Jomp, for in- 
stance, fell for F. D. Roosevelt all the way down 
to the proposition of a second world war for the 
United States by which time he had endorsed or 
condoned most of Roosevelt's anti-constitutional 
innovations. 


He needlessly gave the Newspaper Guild a closed shop, a harsh 


affront to loyal employes who hated the Guild and deserved his help 
in p'reserving their status as individuals apart from the mass. Now the 
Guild was to take over his spiritual function—a bureaucrat's word but 
my best effort at the moment—and the relations between these people 
and their old patron. Baron and Papa ceased to be affectionate and be- 
came contractual. Jomp had been a Socialist as a kid and had written 
a punk but noisy novel called "The Little Brother of the Rich," 
he thought less and less of as years went by. 


Alicia looks a good deal like her 


late Aunt Cissy, who published the 
Washington 
Times-Herald 
'" and 


fought the whole mocking New Deal 
cabal with profane gusto and, on 
aying. left the paper to a passel 
of employees of the city-room and 
business office who reacted just as 
she probably thought they would. 


I have been watching Alicia's 


job on the De Koenigs for three 
years and it is a personal and artis- 
tic disappointment to hear her say 
in a surprisingly spiritless mood 
that if senior gets a year in prison 
he will come out a broken man. It 
is not easy to say off-hand how 
much time off the late end of a no- 
good's life is enough to balance 
years of oppression of his fellow- 
men and extortion so greedy over 
so long a time that the local dis- 
trict attorney hasn't enough official 
funds to find out how much he did 
steal. But certainly Junior De Kce- 
nig is young and guilty enough to 
get 20 years subject to statutory 
discounts starting after, say a 
decade. They both hav« been pre- 
dators for years and the judge 
could, if he had a mind to. put them 
away for as long as they live on 
consecutive sentences. 


Alicia and Alan Hathway. her 


managing editor, began to dig on 
an original tip that the De Koenigs 
were extorting money from a group 
of contractors who were building 
row on row of family houses to sell 
Hi less than $10.000. They were lay- 
ing a "cellar" tax of $8 per house 
which WAS a way of saying that for 
$8 per house they excused these 
contractors 
from 
employing 
a 


"hoisting" engineer whose services 
simply could not have been used 
anyway because there was no work 
for "hoists" on flimsy bowers of 
two stories at most. 


About 60.000 or maybe 70.000 of 


these homes were built so the De 
Koenigs. sire and son, and each a 
credit to the other, clipped the 
poor, yearning aspirants to little 
homes xvith roses 'round the door, 
for a total of from $480,000 to $560.- 
000 on this item alone. This deal 
was done under the auspices of the 
International Union of Operating 
Engineers, th« old Joe Fay racket, 
and D* Koenijr. the elder, was of- 
fice boy, flunkey and professional 
protege of the old master who held 
court in his sing sing cell with poli- 
ticians, unioneers and other crooks 
of high degree calling to seek his 
favor. 


The president of the racket Is 


William E. Maloney, the headquar- 
ters in Chicago, who has or had a 
mansion in Miami Beach, a racing 
stable and a stockfarm in Illinois 


and who is splendidly immune so 
far to the harassments that have 
befallen Fay, the De Koenigs and 
other subordinates. It means 
thing nowadays to say that 
union is one of the crookedest we 
have. It is that, to be sure, but no- 
body cares and in the case of the 
De Koenigs the formal reproof from 
the court will seem almost like an 
endorsement. 


Of course the De Koenigs also 


shook the heavy construction indus- 
try, but Alicia and Hathway and a 
couple of reporters struck little 
fire outside their own narrow circu- 
lation area until the harness-track 
expose began. They were threat- 
ened with bodily harm as the say- 
ing goes but were not impressed. 


Then, with a murder in the Bronx 


to go on, the big press began to 
mill around and confirmed Alicia's 
reiterated proof that the De Koe- 
nigs were running a saloon called 
a Labor-Lyceum at which thou- 
sands of mutuel clerks, ushers, 
ticket sellers and special cops at 
the Roosevelt harness track were 
forced to spend $8 A week for a 
bottle of booze. It was a social er- 
ror to drink this liquor which went 
back to the bar st the closing hour. 
The waitress girls were held to ac- 
count, through their union, for the 
safe delivery of the bottles. The 
De Koenigs owned the waitresses 
and the bartenders, too. Senior got 
an average of $73.000 a year for the 
last three years from the bar alon*. 


The A.F. of L., by order of the 


boss bum, George Meany, the na- 
tional president, who tells Presi- 
dent Eisenhower how "labor" feels 
about things, has picked up the 
charters of the track employees' 
unions and sent in a receiver to 
run the rackets until further notice. 
The De Koenigs still own the en- 
gineers' charter. 


All these union rackets were In- 


terlaced with crooked Republican 
politics all over the state and Gov- 
ernor Dewey's remedial courses 
are now excusing past larcenies in 
which thieving Republican bosses 
wallowed with the grand abandon 
of Jersey Democrats in the same 
vulgarities on their side of the 
Hudson. The loot from so-called 
welfare rackets is kissed good-bye 
with no thought of prosecution or 
recovery. 


The spunk has pone out of jour- 


nalism when a worthy daughter of 
Joseph Medill Patterson, having 
won a crusade, is willing to settle 
for a wan hope that the same 
crooked politicians who stood for 
and by the De Koenigs for years, 
will ask God to help them all be 
netter bovs.

Where Does McCarthy 
Secure His Information? 


Senator Has Built Formidable 
Network of Agents, Informers 


By RELMAN MORIN 


WASHINGTON t*-Where does 


Sen. Joseph "R. McCarthy get his 
Information? 


The answer is that in the four 


years sinc« he first cried "Red" 
hft ha» built' a formidable intelli- 
gence' system. It is based on a 
network of agents and informers, 
paid and unpaid, who dig up ma- 
terial from every corner of the 
United States, from confidential 
government files, even from for- 
eign countries. 
.He has demonstrated time and 
again that he can quickly lay his 
hands on episodes—often long past 
—in the lives of men and women. 
His operation feeds on the skeleton 
in the closet, especially the political 
skeleton, but all kinds of skeletons 
interest him. 


Main Sources 


He has two main sources of in- 


formation. 


He employs a staff of agents, 


many of them former FBI men, 
who earn more working for him 
than they could for the govern- 
ment. He also hires, as he needs 
them, undercover operatives 
IP 


foreign countries. 


In addition to these professionals, 


he receives "information" from a 
host of amateur tipsters and snoop- 
ers, anxious or disgruntled people 
—individuals he has never met, 
whose very names may be un- 
known to him. This is perhaps the 
most astonishing phase of the phe- 
nomenon of "McCarthyism." 


His office ha* become a recepta- 


cle for the fears, suspicions, hates 
and prejudices of an army of these 
informers. 


Protect* Source* 


It is often asserted as well that 


McCarthy has agents among. the 
employes of government. offices. 
However, since he carefully pro* 
' tects his sources and informants, 
'no solid evidence of this has 
• emerged. 


In any case, it is evident that 


he has access to some secret gov- 
. ernment documents and classified 
papers. How he gets them is his 
•ecret. 


In his office he presides over a 


shadowy empire of p e r s o n a l 
histories . . . card-files cross- 
indexed as to names and cases, 
piles of dossiers, photographs, pho- 
tographic copies, letters, news- 
paper clippings, memoranda. 


He never knows what may be 


useful out of all this. He says that 
wh*n he first brought his charges 
of Reds-in-government "f began to 
be swamped with tips; much of 
the stuff is worthless. But on the 
other hand some of it has proved 
very valuable." 


Handy Clipping 


• An old newspaper clip, for ex- 
ample, came in handy recently. 


Last month commentator Ed- 


ward R. Murrow conducted a tele- 
vision program critical of Mc- 
Carthy. The senator promptly re- 
plied. He said Murrow had been 
a member of the National Advisory 
Council of Moscow University, 
summer session back in 1935. 


Murrow said he had been as- 


sistant director of the Institute of 
International Education, which was 
an organization arranging student 
exchanges. He said the Russians 
themselves called off the summer 
session before it began. 


But the 19-year-old incident was 


In McCarthy's files. The clip had 
been sent him, long ago, by one 
of tht many volunteer informers. 


Employs Agent* 


McCarthy makes no secret of the 


fact that he sometimes employs 
agents in other countries. He had 
one working out of Paris some 
years ago when he was centering 
hit fire on the State Department 


He said'the material this man un< 
cailhed figured in some, of his 
charges against State .Department 
personnel. 


He hired a detective in Shanghai 


who> obtained photographic copies 
of five pages of police records. Me 
Carthy laughs: "They were in Chi- 
nese ... I had to have the stuff 
translated." 


He ..denied to this reporter that 


he ever gets any information di 
rectly from the FBI, although Sen. 
Fulbright (D-Ark) has publicly ex- 
pressed the belief that McCarthy 
has access to material from FBI 
files. 


In an interview, McCarthy said: 


"The only time I ask for informa- 
tion is through the attorney gen- 
eral. By official letter we occa- 
sionally ask for name checks." 


Secret Papers 


McCarthy's chief counsel, Roy 


Cohn, was present at the inter 
view and added. "We have never 
gotten an FBI file, and we have 
never gotten a tip from the FBI." 


Nevertheless, s o m e classified 


documents and government infer 
mation of secret nature somehow 
come into McCarthy's possession. 


Reed Harris, formerly a top 


official in the International In- 
formation Administration, who was 
quizzed by McCarthy's committee, 
cites a personal experience. 


On the day before his closed ses- 


sion with the committee, he says, 
a. message went from his office in 
Washington to the New York office 
of IIA. 


It was transmitted, he says, by

P. Griswold (R-Neb), three times 
governor of his state and former 
director of the American aid mis- 
sion to Greece, died early today 
after a heart attack. He was 60. 


Death, attributed to a coronary 


occlusion, came shortly after mid- 
night at the naval hospital at sub- 
urban Bethesda. Md. Mrs. Gris- 
wold was at the bedside. 


Griswold had been in the senate 


since January, 1953. He was elect- 
ed to fill out two years remaining 
in the term of the late Sen. Ken- 
neth S. Wherry. 


No change in the political lineup 


of the senate is likely. The gover- 
nor of Nebraska, Robert C. Crosby, 
is a Republican and presumably 
will appoint a Republican succes- 
sor to serve until the November 
election. 


Griswold, although active in Re- 


publican political life for a quarter 
of a century, was named'to several 
high positions in the Democratic 
administration of former President 
Truman.

cauKed by viruses hitchhiking rides 
! through our lives, but attacking 
! only some of us, was described 
today. 


We could acquire the virus hitch- 


hikers very early in life, or even 
before we were born. They would 
ride harmlessly until something 
happened. Something could make 
the vims suddenly dangerous. Or 
something could change in out- 
bodies so the virus could take the 
wheel. The change might be aging 
alternations in hormones or some 
other event. 


Support for this theory was des- 


cribed to the American Assn. for 
Cancer Research by Dr. Ludwik 
Gross of the Veterans Administra- 
tion Hospital, New York. 


Kinds CatiM: 


He finds that in mice a "virus" 


hitchhiker can be the cause of leu- 
kemia, the cancer of the blood. 


He begins with a strain or fam- 


ily line of mice which get leukem- 
ia spontaneously. 


He grinds up the spleen, liver 


1 and other organs of such mice, 
| rind prepares an extract which 
contains any 
tiny particles or 


viruses for leukemia in those or- 
gans. 


Then he injects this extract into 


baby mice of a different strain, a 
strain which rarely gets leukemia 
spontaneously.

But history, with icy detachment,

More than peace in either placa 


is involved. The Communists could 
consider the whole conference suc- 
cessful if they split the United 
States and France or, through 
propaganda, diminished this coun- 
try's stature a little. 


Since last summer there haa 


been a truce in Korea but no 
peace. And in the eight-year-old 
war between the French and th» 
Communist-led Vietminh in Indo« 
china there is no sign of either 
truce or peace. 


Seems Impossible 


Peace in Korea seems Impos- 


sible. The United States wants Ko- 
rea united in free elections which 
the South Korean government, an 
American ally, would be sure to 
win if only because the South Ko- 
reans outnumber the North Ko- 
reans. It's hard to see the Com- 
munists buying that. 


Somehow, perhaps, they might 


be willing to stop helping the Viet- 
minh against the French, which 
would mean a French victory. 
Even that 
sounds 
like wishful 


thinking. But if they did. there 
would be a pricetag attached. What 
price? 


The Chinese may have thought 


they could make a deal for them- 
selves when their Russian ally ar- 
ranged to let them sit in at Gen- 
eva, their first ^invitation to a con- 
fcience of the big powers. 


The Chinese may have felt—but 


when anyone suggests this he's 
guessing—that for some conces- 
sions on Korea or Indochina they 
could get recognition by the UnitoC 
States and a seat in the U. N., 
replacing Chiang. 


Closes The. Door 


Tn a New York speech March 29 


Dulles seemed to close the door 
on both possibilities, so far as this 
country is concerned. Even If he 
wanted to do business on thosa 
terms, he's under tremendous con- 
gressional pressure not to. 


He has called for "united action" 


among American allies In Indo- 
china to help the French — appar- 
ently before he had discussed It 
with the allies. 


If this is his bargaining point — 


a warning the Allies may jump 
into Indochina if the Chinese don't 
agree to help end the war there,— 
it will work only if the Commu- 
nists buy it. If not, the eventual 
results mnv be war.
